‘There are 23 known amino acids which 
the body uses. Of that number, 10 are 
essential to life itself.

COMING: A HUNGRY 20 YEARS 


IF THE WORLD'S BOOMING POPULATION IS TO EAT, FOOD 


This is a story about two Britons who had 
even more than a normal interest in food. One 
was well-to-do and lived long ago. One was poor 
and is still living. The first, Thomas Robert 
Malthus, had a very gloomy idea, It has given 
much trouble to the world and especially to the 
other, Sir John Boyd Orr, who just last week 
finished up his term as the first boss of the U.N. 
Food and Agriculture Organization, 

Malthus in his dour way attached himself to 
two facts: 1) “food is essential to the existence 
of man”; 2) “the passion between the sexes is 
necessary and will remain nearly in its present 
state.” 

Malthus made economical use of his two 
facts by combining them to arrive at the single 
deduction that the | population of the earth tends 
to increase faster than the ability of the earth to 
‘feed it. He’ published this idea a century and a 
half ago in his Essay on the Principle of Popula- 
tion, and people are still wondering whether he 
was right. 

The man who ponders Malthus most deeply, 
yet who still has Rope. is Orr, A Scottish farm- 
er’s son, he made himself into a world authority 
on food for humans. His last FAO survey of the 
world food situation not only recognizes a Mal- 
thusian present but foresees a lean and hungry 
quarter of a century ahead. In that time the 
world must actually double its food supplies or 
suffer “direst calamities,” which is Scottish for 
mass starvation, 


Hungry "40s 


Famines in China and India were certainly 
not unknown in Malthus’ day, and there was no 
superabundance of food in England and Europe. 
The decade that brought the potato famine to 
Ireland and the cop to America went down in 
history as the “hungry “40s”. 

Europe was saved then by migration and im- 
proved transportation, which helped open the 
vast food reservoir of the American West. 
Canada and South America came along later to 
prove, if one conveniently turned his back on 
Asia, that Malthus was wrong. 

Not only new lands but new farming methods 
helped eclipse Malthus for a time. Immense sums 
were spent on soil, seeds, crop research and the 
development of machinery. Nearly everywhere 
the farmer came to have a political influence 
fully equal to that of the industrialist. Back in 
the mid. 1930s, when we were “plowing under,” 
it looked as if Malthus were as obsolete as King 
Tat. 

But the painful fact is that now we stand very 
close to discovering that Malthus was a true 
prophet. Of course, as nature rolls out her green 
carpet this spring, hopes brighten around the 
world, and there are forecasts of bumper crops. 
But the stark mathematics of even the rosiest 
predictions do not add up to enough to feed all 
the people in the world. 

The immediate food shortage, which even the 
American housewife feels—at least in her pock- 
etbook—will not be over with next autumn’s 
harvests. Some of the toughest going will be in 
Western Europe. There, through Paul Hoffman’s 
Economic Cooperation Administration, we are 
committing what surplus we have up to the lim- 
it, The largest portion of ECA money will be 
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spent for food. And ECA is fortunate in having 
the help of Dennis A. Fitzgerald, long the US. 
government's able world food expert. 


But Europe is only part of the world: food 


problem. In Asia, whatever we do, and we must 
do our utmost, there simoly will not be enough 
to go around. 

To make matters worse, the outlook for the 
intermediate period of four to six years is almost 
equally bleak. So, t, are the prospects for 
the next 25 years. This world food situation is 
not just a question of war-ravaged fields, floods 
here and droughts there. The Malthusian cir- 
cumstance is that the population of the world 
has increased by 200 million people just since 
Hitler charged into Poland. India’s population 
alone has grown by 35 million, part 
notwithstanding. Everywhere, populati 
the increase. The world’s Sopalati 
¥4 billion. Twenty: 
in 1973, it is almost sure to be nearly 3 billion. 
Our food problem is not merely one of recover- 
ing a lost position. It is the much greater prob- 
em of increasing our supply vastly beyond all 
records, 


s from now, 


On’s Idea 


Up to here we have talked mostly about Mal- 
thus. Now, let us turn to Sir John Orr, a vener- 
able agricultural statesman. Sir John may not 
be remembered in history as the author of a 
propetnon so widely debated as Malthus’. But 
he is the one man who has looked the Malthus 

roposition squarely in the face and said bosh. 
tis his conviction, which he has made the pol- 
icy of FAO, that if man will but use his God- 
given mind and brawn, the earth will yield not 
only enough rice and grass but cake and vita- 
mins. 

Orr does not look for another American West, 
or a Canada. He knows that even Africa, the 
last undeveloped continent, cannot do much 
more than feed itself for some years to come. 
The British have started a big peanut develop- 
ment in Tanganyika, a new source for badly 
needed cheap fats. The effort deserves encour- 
agement. But in Africa, as elsewhere, the first 
result of increasing the food supply is not a 
lated coportallo aurhlab. Teistcaply ca ches icp 
with the demand of the people in Y the neighbor- 
hood. Rather than rely on any one new source, 
Orr proposes to improve and expand all known 
sources. 

Certainly there is room for improvement 
everywhere. FAQ recently sent a mission to 
Greece. Its major recommendation was that the 
Greek farmer be helped to graduate from home- 
made wooden implements to such simple steel 
tools as are commonplace on every U.S. farm. 
The mission also arranged for fertilizers and 
hybrid seeds from outside. From this modest 
start a long-term program was laid down. If fol- 
lowed, this shoal teetlt a doubling, perhaps 
tripling of Greek farm production. 

That is the sort of thing which must be re- 
peated, as FAO intends, all over the world. The 
important thing is to bring information about 
modern methods, to spark men’s imaginations. 

However there are other obstacles to over- 
come than merely wooden tools. One is the 
misuse of that precious shallow crust of top

soil which must feed us all. And not only feed 
us but also produce the fibers, wood and other 
things that so largely clothe us, house us and 
Keep our industries primed. 

he U.S, has little to be proud of in its use of 
the soil, Orr's FAO has just reported that the 
U.S. exceeds all other nations in abuse of its 
land. It is estimated, for example, that no less 
than 69% of the . land area suffers from 
some degree of erosion. Dust storms and a bar- 
rage of facts, such as Fairfield Osborn’s absorb- 
ing new book, Our Plundered Planet, are begin- 
ning to awaken U.S. farmers to better ways of 
conserving. 


A Permanent Market 


There is still another serious obstacle to ra- 
tional production of food. It lies in the r 
tance of farmers the world over to speciali 
mass export crops. Partly this results from r 
ollection of the gluts in the New World of a 
decade or two ago and what they did to farmers. 
Partly it results from the circumstance that 
farming, to many farmers, perhaps most farm- 
ers, is more a way of life than it is a business. 
Agriculture, even in the U.S., tends to break 
down into self-contained units. And in free, 
countries the farmer is still politically en- 
trenched against those who would change him. 

Yet nothing proves more the actual, ineseap- 
able interdependence of the world than food. 
Millions in Europe would be starving today 
were the farmers of the U Canada and 
South America not in the export business. If Orr 
and his FAO are right—or if anybody with a 
pencil and a table of population trends is right 
—the world is going to need every bit of food 
that can be produced, everything from now on 
out 


‘AO talks alot about the “rationalization” of 
plantings and is preparing a world plan of who 
ought to grow what. But what all the techni 
ities boil down to is simply that every acre in 
the world should be put to work growing as 
much as possible of whatever it grows best. 

In the immediate crisis American farmers. 
can be better calorie produ if they feed less 
grain to animals and export it so that humans 
may live. In addition to what the farmers do, 
we can all help, by resurrecting our victory 
gardens and even by just going easy on the 
toast, not to speak of the prime ribs 

The Chinese word for peace (ho-p'ing) means 
“food for every mouth in a balanced way.” 
Wherever in the world there is hunger there 
will be little peace, and wherever there is con- 
science, little peace of mind.

His widow unveils a new monument 


On April 12, the third anniversary of the death 
of Franklin Roosevelt, London’s Grosvenor Square 
was bathed in bright sunlight. Every vantage point 
was crowded with Londoners awaiting the unveil- 
ing of Roosevelt Memorial, Britain’s tribute to her 
great wartime ally. Near the flag-covered statue sat 
the royal family, lesser nobility, government offi- 
cials. At 11:10 a.m. Mrs. Roosevelt walked slowly 
to the statue. As she paused an awesome hush fell 
across the square. She gave the cord a firm pull, the 
Union Jacks rustled down and the brilliant sunlight 
flashed across the bronze statue. For a moment she 
gazed up at the face of the late President, then low- 
ered her eyes. Back on the dais she listened quietly 
as Ambassador Lewis Douglas spoke and Churchill 
wiped his eyes. Within 35 minutes the ceremony was 
over. But first Franklin Roosevelt's widow got up 
again, walked around the statue and took one more 
look at the confident, handsome features of her hus- 
band.

AIR FORCE DISPLAYS 
ITS NEW JET PLANES 


And wins its first battle for 70-group strength 
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week. In the northeast and northwest cor- 
ners of the U.S. it gave Americans a neck-twisting glimpse of the air war of the present 
and future, and in Washington, D.C. it won a decisive first round in its battle for ¢ 
pansion. In Bangor, Maine the Air Force exhibited its first full-strength fighter group 
of P-84 Thunderjets. While Maine farmers gawked in amazement, the P-841s buzzed the 
ground at nearly 600 mph (abore), flipped through a series of tight maneuvers and ¢ 
onstrated their amazing rate of climb—535 feet per second. This circus showed little 
except that the U.S. now has at least one operational group fully equipped with the lat- 
est and fastest fighter plane. In Seattle, Wash. pilots completed the initial test flights of 
the XB-47 (opposite), the first jet bomber with swept-back wings. Designed to carry a 
10-ton bomb load (about the same as the B-29), the XB-47 is powered by six jet engines 
set in the wings and 18 “jato” (jet-assisted-take-off) rocket units mounted in the tail 10

catapult the plane into the air on take-offs. These engines make the XB-17 perhaps the 
most powerful plane in the world and give it an unrevealed speed believed close to 600 
mph, Exact performance records are secret, but as Boeing turned the plane over to the 
Air Force for further tests, it described results of initial trials as “highly satisfactory.” 

While staging demonstrations at the periphery, the Air Force marshaled its main 
forces at the heartland—Washington, D.C. With Air Secretary Symington and the new 
‘Air Force Chief of Staff Hoyt Vandenberg (right) leading the attack, the House was 
maneuvered into approving, 343-3, the Air Force’s insistence on 70 groups and 12,400 
front-line planes. President Truman and Defense Secretary Forrestal had suggested a 
smaller force of 55 groups and 9,743 planes. Even in the Senate the bill seemed slated for 
a friendly reception. Most Congressmen still feel that the way to handle national defense 
problems in an election year is to build airplanes and ignore the need for drafting men.

TRAVELER STASSEN 


GOES A LONG WAY 


His energetic campaign and his enthusiastic young advisers push him right up among the G.0.P. leaders 


Harold E, Stassen, the man who made most of last week's political head- 
lines, started running for president the day Ite doffed his Navy uniform in Janu- 
ary 1946, He has been running ever since, at a pace which would have killed off 
any ordinary man. By train, plane, bus and private auto, he has crisscrossed 
the nation so many times that the map of his travels (above) looks like a chart 
of the U.S. transportation system. He has made hundreds of speeches, shaken 
more hands than all his rivals combined and written numerous magazine arti- 
cles and a book to carry his campaign into regions which he could not fit into 
his itinerary. 

Just before this burst of energy was unloosed on the country, Stassen con- 
fided to friendly newsmen, “My chief problem is that half the people in the 
United States never heard of me.” Today, some 290,000 miles later, this prob- 
lem is solved. After his victory in Nebraska last week over Senator Taft and 
Governor Dewey, it seems reasonable to assume that most Americans ex- 
cept hermits and backward children have heard of Stassen, In fact many vot- 
ers were saying that Stassen had suddenly drawn 
abreast of the leading candidates for the Repub- 
lican nomination, if not ahead of them. 

Even the most unexcitable politi nalysts 
conceded that Stassen’s strong showing in the Ne- 
braska primary, after his similar victory in Wis- 
consin the previous week, had made it increasingly 
difficult for either Dewey or Taft to win the nomi- 
nation. The most pessimistic thing that could be 
said about Stassen’s campaign was that he was ap- 
parently turning the race into a three-way dead- 
Jock between himself, Dewey and Taft, thus mak- 
ing likely the nomination of a compromise candi- 
date who would be more indebted to Stassen than 
to anyone else, For Stassen optimists it was just 
as easy to say that if a miracle was still needed to 
nominate Stassen, the record now seemed to show 


look at what made Stassen run, They discovered that the Stassen campaign 
is chiefly a one-man affair, with most of the plans and details carried in Stas- 
sen’s head and in the three heavy briefcases he totes around the country. He 
has no “brain trust”; he thinks out his own policy on domestic and foreign 
affairs with no help except some excellent factual research supplied from li- 
brary and personal interview by a lean, brilliant young Harvard graduate 
named Bob Matteson. On the political side he has numerous young but saga- 
cious advisers who will be known—if the campaign succeeds—as the fortu- 
nate men who were for Stassen before the bandwagon began rolling. Chief 
among them is handsome, high-strung Warren Burger, 39, who worked his 
way through a night law school and now earns about $60,000 a year as a part- 
ner in one of St. Paul’s best law firms. Also important are Al Lindley, 42, the 
campaign treasurer, who is also a lawyer, and State Chairman Bernhard 
LeVander, 32, a blond and youthful attorney who has devoted most of his 
career to the Stassen cause ever since Stassen was governor of Minnesota, 

In the field the big man right now is Vie John- 
ston, an amiable extrovert who at 47 is twice a 
grandfather and also taking congratulations on 
Stassen’s victory in Wisconsin. (From Wisconsin, 
Johnston moved on last week to run the publicity 
headquarters in Washington.) For the northeast- 
ern states the director is bald and mild Amos Peas- 
lee, an eminently successful New York lawyer. In 
Ohio, where Stassen will try to woo some delegates 
from Taft in the primary May 4, the head man is 
Earl Hart, who used to be secretary to Supreme 
Court Justice Harold Burton.

by selecting from many 
attractive or unpleasant alterna- 
tives the dominating point. Amer- 
ican military thought had coined 
the expression “‘Overall Strategic 
Objective.” When our officers first 
heard this they laughed; but later 
on its wisdom became apparent 
and accepted. 

Personally I had no difficulty in 
conforming to the rule long before 
I heard it proclaimed. My mind 
was obsessed by the impression of 
the terrific Germany I had seen and 
felt in action during the years of 
1914 to 1918, suddenly becoming 
again possessed of all her martial 
power, while the Allies, who had 
so narrowly survived, gaped idle 
and bewildered. I therefore set to 
work to examine German finance. 
Budgets were produced and still published every year in Germany; 
but from their wealth of figures it was very difficult to tell what was 
happening. However, in April, 1936, I privately instituted two sep- 
arate lines of scrutiny. The first rested upon two German refugees 
of high ability and inflexible purpose. At the same time I asked my 
friend Sir Henry Strakosch whether he could not find out what was 
actually happening. Strakosch was the head of the firm called “Un- 
ion Corporation,” with great resources, and a highly-skilled, de- 
voted personnel. The brains of this City company were turned for 
several weeks on to the problem. Presently they reported with pre-

cise and lengthy detail that the Ger- 
man war expenditure was certainly 
round about a thousand million 
pounds sterling a year. At the same 
time the German refugees, by a 
totally different series of argu- 
ments, arrived independently at 
the same conclusion. One thousand 
million pounds sterling per annum 
at the money values of 1936! 

On July 20, 1936, I asked the 
Prime Minister whether he would 
receive a deputation of Privy Coun- 
cillors and a few others who would 
lay before him the facts so far as 
they knew them, Lord Salisbury 
requested that a similar deputation 
from the House of Lords should also 
come. This was agreed. Although 
I made personal appeals to both 
Mr. Attlee and Sir Archibald Sin- 
clair, the Labour and Liberal Par- 
ties declined to be represented. Ac- 
cordingly on July 28, we were re- 
ceived in the Prime Minister’s House of Commons room by Mr. 
Baldwin, Lord Halifax and Sir Thomas Inskip. 

This was a great occasion. I cannot recall anything like it in what 
I have seen of British public life. The group of eminent men, with 
no thought of personal advantage, but whose lives had been centred 
upon public affairs, represented a weight of Convervative opinion 
which could not easily be disregarded. If the leaders of the Labour 
and Liberal Oppositions had come with us, there might have been 
a political situation so tense as to enforce remedial action. 

‘The proceedings occupied three or four hours on each of two suc- 
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cessive days. On the first day I opened the case in a statement of an 
hour and a quarter. I ended as follows: “First, we are facing the 
greatest danger and emergency of our history. Second, we have no 
hope of solving our problem except in conjunction with the French 
Republic. . .. Coming down to detail, we must lay aside every im- 
pediment in raising our own strength. . . . Coming to still more defi- 
nite propositions, we must increase the development of our air power 
in priority over every other consideration. . . .” 

It was not till November 23, 1936, that we were all invited by Mr. 
Baldwin to receive a more fully considered statement on the whole 
position. In substance this was to the effect that our estimates and, 
in particular, my statements took a too gloomy view of our pros- 
pects. On this Sir Austen Chamberlain recorded our general impres- 
sion that our anxieties were not relieved and that we were by no 
means satisfied. Thus we took our leave. 


of Europe. But in the very year in which Hitler came into 

power a fateful lack of interest and support began to be dis- 
played. Money was grudged; the productive capacity of the facto- 
ries was allowed to dwindle; modern types were not developed. The 
French forty-hour week could not rival the output of a Germany 
working harsh hours under wartime conditions. All this happened 
about the same time as the loss of Air Parity in Britain which has 
been described. In fact the Western Allies, who had the right to cre- 
ate whatever Air Forces they thought necessary for their safety, ne- 
glected this vital weapon, while the Germans, who were prohibited 
by treaty from touching it, made it the spear-point of their diplo- 
macy and eventual attack. 

The French “Popular Front” Government of 1936 and later took 
many substantial measures to prepare the French Army and Navy 
for war. No corresponding exertion was made in the air. It was not 
until early 1938, when M. Guy La Chambre became Air Minister, 
that vigorous steps were taken to revive the French Air Force. But 
then only eighteen months remained. Nothing that the French could 
do could prevent the German Army growing and ripening as each 
year passed and thus overtaking their own Army, But it is astonish- 
ing that their air power should have been allowed to fall by the way- 
side. It is not for me to apportion responsibility and blame to the 
Ministers of friendly and Allied foreign countries. But when in 
France they are looking out for “guilty men,” it would seem that 
here is a field which might well be searchingly explored. 


Us 1933 France had held a high place among the Air fleets 


Parliament continued to mount and was concentrated in par- 
ticular upon our air defences. In the Debate on the Address 
on November 12, I severely reproached Mr. Baldwin for having 
failed to keep his pledge that “any Government of this country—a 
National Government more than any, and this Government—will 


Drs the whole of 1936 the anxiety of the nation and 


see to it that in air strength and air power this country shall no long- 
er be in a position inferior to any country within striking distance 
of our shores.” 

Mr. Baldwin replied to me in a remarkable speech, in which he 
said: “, . . The difference of opinion between Mr. Churchill and my- 
self is in the years 1933 onwards. ... You will remember the elec- 
tion at Fulham in the autumn of 1933, when a seat which the Na- 
tional Government held was lost by about 7,000 votes on no issue 
but the pacifist. ... My position as the leader of a great Party was 
not altogether a comfortable one... . Supposing I had gone to the 
country and said that Germany was rearming, and that we must 
tearm, does anybody think that this pacific democracy would have 
rallied to that cry at that moment? J cannot think of anything that 
would have made the loss of the election from my point of view more 
certain.” 

This was indeed appalling frankness. It carried naked truth about 
his motives into indecency. That a Prime Minister should avow that 
he had not done his duty in regard to national safety because he was 
afraid of losing the election was an incident without parallel in our 
Parliamentary history. The House was shocked. Indeed the impres- 
sion produced was so painful that it might well have been fatal to 
Mr. Baldwin, who was also at that time in failing health, had not 
the unexpected intervened. 


T this time there was a great drawing-together of men and 
women of all Parties in England who saw the perils of the fu- 
ture, and were resolute upon practical measures to secure our 

safety and the cause of freedom, equally menaced by both the totali- 
tarian impulsions and our Government’s complacency. Our plan was 
the most rapid large-scale rearmament of Britain, combined with 
the complete acceptance and employment of the authority of the 
League of Nations. I called this policy “Arms and the Covenant.” 

The culmination of this campaign was a meeting at the Albert 
Hall. Here on December 3 we gathered many of the leading men in 
all the Parties. We had the feeling that we were upon the threshold 
of not only gaining respect for our views, but of making them domi- 
nant. It was at this moment that the King’s passion to marry the 
woman he loved became the cause of casting all else into the back- 
ground. The Abdication crisis was at hand. 

Before I replied to the Vote of Thanks there was a cry “God Save 
the King”; and this excited prolonged cheering. I explained there- 
fore on the spur of the moment my personal position. “There is an- 
other grave matter which overshadows our minds to-night. In a few 
minutes we are going to sing ‘God Save the King.’ I shall sing it with 
more heartfelt fervour than I have ever sung it in my life. I hope 
and pray that no irrevocable decision will be taken in haste, but that 
time and public opinion will be allowed to play their part, and that 
a cherished and unique personality may not be incontinently sev- 
ered from the people he loves so well. I hope that Parliament will be 


INSTON CHURCHILL had known 
King Edward VIII well for 
many years by the time the crisis arose 
over the king’s desire to marry Mrs. 
‘Simpson. Against the marriage were 
ranged church and state and a great 
body of British public opinion. Mr. 
Churchill was one of the few men 
prominent in British life to support 
the king. When he rose in the House 
to speak for Edward, as Harold Nic- 
olson wrote (Lire, Mar. 15), shouts 
of “Sit down!” greeted him.

It is not relevant to this account to describe the brief but intense- 
ly violent controversy that followed. I had known King Edward VIII 
since he was a child, and had in 1910 as Home Secretary read out to 
a wonderful assembly the Proclamation creating him Prince of Wales 
at Carnarvon Castle. I felt bound to place my personal loyalty to 
him upon the highest plane. Although during the summer I had been 
made fully aware of what was going forward, I in no way interfered 
nor communicated with him at any time. However, presently in his 
distress he asked the Prime Minister for permission to consult me. 
Mr. Baldwin gave formal consent, and on this being conveyed to 
me, I went to the King at Fort Belvedere. I remained in contact 
with him till his abdication, and did my utmost to plead both to the 
King and to the public for patience and delay. I have never repented 
of this—indeed I could do no other. 


Mr. Baldwin’s wisdom 


British national feeling. Undoubtedly he perceived and ex- 

pressed the profound will of the nation. His deft and skilful 
handling of the Abdication issue raised him in a fortnight from the 
depths to the pinnacle. There were several moments when I seemed 
to be entirely alone against a wrathful House of Commons. I am not, 
when in action, unduly affected by hostile currents of feeling; but 
it was on more than one occasion almost physically impossible to 
make myself heard. All the forces I had gathered together on “Arms 
and the Covenant,” of which I conceived myself to be the main- 
spring, were estranged or dissolved, and I was myself so smitten in 
public opinion that it was the almost universal view that my politi- 
cal life was at last ended. How strange it is that this very House of 
Commons which had regarded me with so much hostility should 
have been the same instrument which hearkened to my guidance 
and upheld me through the long adverse years of war till victory 
over all our foes was gained! What a proof is here offered that the 
only wise and safe course is to act from day to day in accordance 
with what one’s own conscience seems to decree! 

From the Abdication of one King we passed to the Coronation of 
another, and until the end of May 1937 the ceremonial and pageant- 
ry of a solemn national act of allegiance and the consecration of Brit- 
ish loyalties at home and throughout the Empire to the new Sover- 
cign filled all minds. Foreign affairs and the state of our defences lost 
all claim upon the public mood. Our Island might have been ten 
thousand miles away from Europe. However, I am permitted to 


Ts Prime Minister proved himself to be a shrewd judge of 


record that, on May 18, 1937, I received from the new King, His 
present Majesty, a letter in his own handwriting: 


“18.v.37- 
“My dear Mr. Churchill, 

“I am writing to thank you for your very nice letter to me. I 
know how devoted you have been and still are, to my dear brother, 
and I feel touched beyond words by your sympathy and understand- 
ing in the very difficult problems that have arisen since he left us in 
December. I fully realise the great responsibilities and cares that I 
have taken on as King, and I feel most encouraged to receive your 
good wishes, as one of our great statesmen, and from one who has 
served his country so faithfully. I can only hope and trust that the 
good feeling and hope that exists in the Country and Empire now 
will prove a good example to other Nations in the world. 

“Believe me, 
“Yours very sincerely, 
“GEORGE R.I.” 


This gesture of magnanimity towards one whose influence at that 
time had fallen to zero will ever be a cherished experience in my life. 

On May 28, 1937, after King George VI had been crowned, Mr. 
Baldwin retired. There was no doubt who his successor should be. 
Mr. Neville Chamberlain had, as Chancellor of the Exchequer, not 
only done the main work of the Government for five years past, but 
was the ablest and most forceful Minister, with high abilities and an 
historic name. I had no expectation that he would wish to work with 
me; nor would he have been wise to do so at such a time. His ideas 
were far different from mine on the treatment of the dominant issues 
of the day. But I welcomed the accession to power of a live, compe- 
tent, executive figure. Our relations continued ‘to be cool, easy, and 
polite both in public and in private. 


NE day in 1937 I had a meeting with Herr von Ribbentrop, 
German Ambassador to Britain. I had, of course, met him 
several times in society. He now asked me whether I would 

come to see him and have a talk. He received me in the large up- 
stairs room at the German Embassy. We had a conversation lasting 
for more than two hours. Ribbentrop was most polite, and we ranged 
over the European scene, both in respect of armaments and policy. 
The gist of his statement to me was that Germany sought the friend- 
ship of England (on the Continent we are still often called ““Eng- 
land”). Germany would stand guard for the British Empire in all 
its greatness and extent. They might ask for the return of the Ger- 
man colonies, but this was evidently not cardinal. What was re- 
quired was that Britain should give Germany a free hand in the 
East of Europe. She must have her Lebensraum, or living space, 
for her increasing population. Therefore Poland and the Danzig 
Corridor must be absorbed. White Russia and the Ukraine were in- 
dispensable to the future life of the German Reich of some seventy 
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million souls. Nothing less would suffice. All that was asked of the 
British Commonwealth and Empire was not to interfere. There was 
a large map on the wall, and the Ambassador several times led me 
to it to illustrate his projects. 

After hearing all this I said at once that I was sure the British 
Government would not agree to give Germany a free hand in East- 
ern Europe. It was true we were on bad terms with Soviet Russia 
and that we hated Communism as much as Hitler did, but he might 
be sure that, even if France were safeguarded, Great Britain would 
never disinterest herself in the fortunes of the Continent to an ex- 
tent which would enable Germany to gain the domination of Cen- 
tral and Eastern Europe. We were actually standing before the map 
when I said this. Ribbentrop 
turned abruptly away. He then 
said: “In that case, war is inevi- 
table. There is no way out. The 
Fuehrer is resolved. Nothing will 
stop him and nothing will stop 
us.” We then returned to our 
chairs. 

I was only a private Member 
of Parliament, but of some prom- 
inence, I thought it right to say 
to the German Ambassador—in 
fact, I remember the words well: 
“When you talk of war, which 
no doubt would be general war, 
you must not underrate England. 
She is a curious country, and few 
foreigners can understand her 
mind. Do not judge by the atti- 
tude of the present Administra- 
tion. Once a great cause is pre- 
sented to the people, all kinds of 
unexpected actions might be tak- 
en by this very Government and 
by the British nation.” And I re- 
peated, “Do not underrate Eng- 
land. She is very clever. If you 
plunge us all into another Great 
War, she will bring the whole 
world against you like last time.” 
At this the Ambassador rose in 
heat and said, “Ah, England may 
be very clever, but this time she 
will not bring the world against 
Germany.” 

When he was on trial for his 
life by the conquerors, Ribben- 
trop gave a distorted version of 
this conversation and claimed 
that I should be summoned as a 
witness. What I have set down 
about it is what I should have 
said had I been called. 


“REVIVAL OF OLD-TIME MELODRAMA” 


DEN was the Foreign Sec- 

E retary of Mr. Baldwin, 

who, apart from his main well-known desire for peace and a 
quiet life, took no active share in foreign policy. Mr. Chamberlain, 
on the other hand, had strong views about foreign affairs, and from 
the beginning asserted his undoubted right to discuss them with for- 
eign Ambassadors. His assumption of the Premiership therefore im- 
plied a delicate but perceptible change in the position of the Foreign 
Secretary. 

Between the summer of 1937 and the end of that year, divergence, 
both in method and aim, grew between the Prime Minister and his 
Foreign Secretary. The original points of difference arose about our 
relations with Germany and Italy. Mr. Chamberlain was determined 
to press his suit with the two Dictators. In July, 1937, he invited the 
Italian Ambassador, Count Grandi, to Downing Street. The conver- 
sation took place with the knowledge, but not in the presence of Mr. 
Eden. Mr. Chamberlain spoke of his desire for an improvement of

Anglo-Italian relations. Count Grandi suggested to him that as a pre- 
liminary move, it might be well if the Prime Minister were to write 
a personal appeal to Mussolini. Mr. Chamberlain sat down and wrote 
such a letter during the interview. It was dispatched without refer- 
ence to the Foreign Secretary, who was in the Foreign Office a few 
yards away. The letter produced no apparent results, and our 
relations with Italy, because of the increasing Italian intervention 
in Spain, got steadily worse. 

Early in October, 1937, I was invited to a dinner at the Foreign 
Office for the Yugoslav Premier, M. Stoyadinovitch. Afterwards, 
when we were all standing about and I was talking to Eden, Lord 
Halifax came up and said in a genial way that Goering had invited 
him to Germany on a sports 
visit, and the hope was held out 
that he would certainly be able 
to see Hitler. He said that he had 
spoken aboutit to the Prime Min- 
ister, who thought it would be a 
very good thing, and therefore 
he had accepted. I had the im- 
pression that Eden was surprised 
and did not like it; but every- 
thing passed off pleasantly. 

I may mention here that Rib- 
bentrop twice tendered me an in- 
vitation to visit Herr Hitler. I 
would gladly have met Hitler 
with the authority of Britain be- 
hind me, But as a private indi- 
vidual I should have placed my- 
self and my country at a disad- 
vantage. If I had agreed with the 
Dictator-host, I should have mis- 
led him. If,I had disagreed, he 
would have been offended, and 
I should have been accused of 
spoiling Anglo-Germanrelations, 
Therefore I declined, or rather 
let lapse, both invitations. 

During these November days 
Eden became increasingly con- 
cerned about our slow rearma- 
ment. On the 11th he had an in- 
terview with the Prime Minister 
and tried to convey his misgiv- 
ings. Mr. Neville Chamberlain 
after a while refused to listen to 
him. He advised him to “go home 
and take an aspirin.” 

The actual breach came over 
a new and separate issue. On the 
evening of January 11, 1938, Mr. 
Sumner Welles, the American 
Under-Secretary of State, called 
upon the British Ambassador in 
Washington, Sir Ronald Lind- 
say. He was the bearer of a secret 
and confidential message from 
President Roosevelt to Mr. Chamberlain. The President was deeply 
anxious at the deterioration of the international situation, and pro- 
posed to take the initiative by inviting the representatives of certain 
Governments to Washington to discuss the underlying causes of 
present differences. Before taking this step, however, he wished to 
consult the British Government on their view of such a plan. 

‘The Foreign Office received the Washington telegram on January 
12, and copies were sent to the Prime Minister in the country that 
evening. On the following morning he came to London, and on his

enced me. . . . He was the greatest master of the art of getting things done 
and putting things through that I ever knew. . .a mover of men and affairs.”

latter. Would it not therefore be wiser to postpone the launching 
of the American plan? 

This reply was received by the President with some disappoint- 
ment. He intimated that he would reply by letter to Mr. Chamber- 
lain on January 17. On the evening of January 15 the Foreign 
Secretary returned to England. He had been urged to come back, 
not by his Chief, who was content to act without him, but by his 
devoted officials at the Foreign Office. The vigilant Alexander 
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Cadogan awaited him upon the pier at Dover. Mr. Eden, who had 
worked long and hard to improve Anglo-American relations, was 
deeply perturbed. He immediately sent a telegram to Sir Ronald 
Lindsay attempting to minimise the effects of Mr. Chamberlain’s 
chilling answer. The President’s letter reached London on the 
morning of January 18. In it he agreed to postpone making his 
proposal in view of the fact that the British Government were 
contemplating direct negotiations, but he added that he was 
gravely concerned at the suggestion that His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment might accord recognition to the Italian position in Abyssinia. 
He thought that this would have a most harmful effect upon 
Japanese policy in the Far East and upon American public opin- 
ion. Mr. Cordell Hull, in delivering this letter to the British Am- 
bassador in Washington, expressed himself even more emphatic- 
ally. He said that such a recognition would “rouse a feeling of dis- 
gust, would revive and multiply all fears of pulling the chestnuts 
out of the fire; it would be represented as a corrupt bargain com- 
pleted in Europe at the expense of interests in the Far East in 
which America was intimately concerned.” 

The President’s letter was considered at a series of meetings of 
the Foreign Affairs Committee of the Cabinet. Mr. Eden suc- 
ceeded in procuring a considerable modification of the previous 
attitude, Most of the Ministers thought he was satisfied, He did 
not make it clear to them that he was not. Fellowing these discus- 
sions two messages were sent to Washington on the evening of 
January 21. The substance of these replies was that the Prime 
Minister warmly welcomed the President’s initiative, but was not 
anxious to bear any responsibility for its failure if American over- 
tures were badly received. Mr. Chamberlain wished to point out 
that we did not accept in an unqualified manner the President’s 
suggested procedure, which would clearly irritate both the Dicta- 
tors and Japan. Nor did His Majesty’s Government feel that the 
President had fully understood our position in regard to de jure 
recognition. The second message was in fact an explanation of our 
attitude in this matter. We intended to accord such recognition 
only as part of a general settlement with Italy. 

Thus it was that President Roosevelt’s proposal to use Amer- 
ican influence for the purpose of bringing together the leading 
European Powers to discuss the chances of a general settlement, 
this of course involving however tentatively the mighty power of 
the United States, was rebuffed by Mr, Chamberlain. This atti- 
tude defined in a decisive manner the difference of view between 
the British Prime Minister and his Foreign Secretary. Their dis- 
agreements were still confined to the circle of the Cabinet for a 
little time longer; but the split was fundamental. Poor England! 
Leading her free, careless life from day to day, amid endless good- 
tempered Parliamentary babble, she followed, wondering, along 
the downward path which led to all she wanted to avoid. She was 
continually reassured by the leading articles of the most influen- 
tial newspapers, with some honourable exceptions, and behaved as 
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if all the world were as easy, uncalculating and well-meaning as 
herself. 

It was plain that no resignation by the Foreign Secretary could 
be founded upon the rebuff administered by Mr. Chamberlain to 
the President’s overture. Mr, Roosevelt was indeed running great 
risks in his own domestic politics by deliberately involving the 
United States in the darkening European scene. Alll the forces of 
Isolationism would have been aroused if any part of these inter- 
changes had transpired. On the other hand no event could have 
been more likely to stave off, or even prevent, war than the arrival 
of the United States in the circle of European hates and fears.

of the European scene, should have possessed the self-sufficiency 
to wave away the proffered hand stretched out across the Atlantic 
leaves one, even at this date, breathless with amazement. 

On February 15 the news came of the submission of the 
Austrian Chancellor, Schuschnigg, to the German demand for 
the introduction into the Austrian Cabinet of the chief Nazi 
agent, Seyss-Inquart, as Minister of the Interior and Head of the 
Austrian Police. This grave event did not avert the personal crisis 
between Mr. Chamberlain and Mr. Eden. On February 18 they 
saw Count Grandi. This was the last business they conducted 
together. The Ambassador refused either to discuss the Italian 
position towards Austria, or to consider the British plan for the 
withdrawal of volunteers, or so-called volunteers—in this case 
five divisions of the regular Italian Army—from Spain. Grandi 
asked, however, for general conversations to be opened in Rome. 
The Prime Minister wished for these, and the Foreign Secretary 
was strongly opposed to such a step. 

There were prolonged parleyings and Cabinet meetings. At the 
end Mr. Eden briefly tendered his resignation on the issue of the 
Italian conversations taking place at this stage and in these cir- 
cumstances. Lord Halifax was at once appointed Foreign Secre- 
tary in his place. 

Late in the night of February 20 a telephone message reached 
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me as I sat in my old room at Chartwell (as I often sit now) that 
Eden had resigned. I must confess that my heart sank, and for a 
while the dark waters of despair overwhelmed me. In a long life I 
have had many ups and downs. During all the war soon to come 
and in its darkest times I never had any trouble in sleeping. In the 
crisis of 1940, when so much responsibility lay upon me, and also 
at many very anxious, awkward moments in the following five 
years, I could always flop into bed and go to sleep after the day’s 
work was done—subject of course to any emergency call. I slept 
sound and awoke refreshed, and had no feelings except appetite to 
grapple with whatever the morning’s boxes might bring. But now 
on this night of February 20, 1938, and on this occasion only, 
sleep deserted me, From midnight till dawn I lay in my bed con- 
sumed by emotions of sorrow and fear. There seemed one strong 
young figure standing up against long, dismal, drawling tides of 
drift and surrender, of wrong measurements and feeble impulses. 
My conduct of affairs would have been different from his in var- 
ious ways; but he seemed to me at this moment to embody the 
life-hope of the British nation, the grand old British race that had 
done so much for men, and had yet some more to give. Now he 
was gone. I watched the daylight slowly creep in through the 
windows, and saw before me in mental gaze the vision of Death. 


ERR VON RIBBENTROP was at this time about to leave Lon- 

don to take up his duties as Foreign Secretary in Ger- 

many. Mr, Chamberlain gave a farewell luncheon in his 
honour at No, 10 Downing Street. My wife and I accepted the 
Prime Minister’s invitation to attend. There were perhaps sixteen 
people present. My wife sat next to Sir Alexander Cadogan near 
one end of the table. About halfway through the meal a Foreign 
Office messenger brought him an envelope. He opened it and was 
absorbed in the contents. Then he got up, walked round to where 
the Prime Minister was sitting, and gave him the message. Al- 
though Cadogan’s demeanour would not have indicated that any- 
thing had happened, I could not help noticing the Prime Minis- 
ter’s evident preoccupation. Presently Cadogan came back with 
the paper and resumed his seat. Later I was told its contents. It 
said that Hitler had invaded Austria and that the German mech- 
anised forces were advancing fast upon Vienna. 

The meal proceeded without the slightest interruption, but 
quite soon Mrs. Chamberlain, who had received some signal from 
her husband, got up saying, ‘Let us all have coffee in the draw- 
ing-room.” We trooped in there, and it was evident to me and 
perhaps to some others that Mr, and Mrs. Chamberlain wished to 
bring the proceedings to an end. A kind of general restlessness 
pervaded the company, and everyone stood about ready to say 
good-bye to the guests of honour. However, Herr von Ribbentrop 
and his wife did not seem at all conscious of this atmosphere. On 
the contrary, they tarried for nearly half-an-hour engaging their 
host and hostess in voluble conversation. 

At one moment I came in contact with Frau von Ribbentrop, 
and in a valedictory vein I said, “I hope England and Germany 
will preserve their friendship.” “Be careful you don’t spoil it,” 
was her graceful rejoinder. 

I am sure they both knew perfectly well what had happened, 
but thought it was a good manoeuvre to keep the Prime Minister 
away from his work and the telephone. At length Mr. Chamber- 
lain said to the Ambassador, “I am sorry I have to go now to 
attend to urgent business,” and without more ado he left the room. 
The Ribbentrops lingered on, so that most of us made our excuses 
and our way home. This was the last time I saw Herr von Rib- 
bentrop before he was hanged. 


Next objective: Czechoslovakia 


OR some years it seemed that the question whether Britain 
and France were wise or foolish in the Munich episode would 
become a matter of long historical controversy. However, the 
revelations which have been made from German sources, and par- 
‘icularly at the Nuremberg Trials, have rendered this unlikely. 
1 two main issues in dispute were: first, whether decisive action 
ritain and France would have forced Hitler to recede or have 

is overthrow by a military conspiracy: secondly, whether 
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the year that intervened between Munich and the outbreak of war 
placed the Western Powers relatively in a better or worse posi- 
tion, compared with Germany, than in September, 1938. 

Many volumes have been written, and will be written, upon the 
crisis that was ended at Munich by the sacrifice of Czechoslova~ 
kia; and it is only intended here to give a few of the cardinal facts 
and establish the main proportions of events. These follow inex- 
orably from Hitler’s resolve to reunite all Germans in a Greater 
Reich and to expand eastwards, and his conviction that the men at 
the head of France and Britain would not fight owing to their love 
of peace and failure to rearm. 

The usual technique was employed against Czechoslovakia. 
The grievances, which were not unreal, of the Sudeten Germans 
were magnified and exploited. The public case was opened against 
Czechoslovakia by Hitler in his speech to the Reichstag on Feb- 
tuary 20, 1938, The declared objectives of the Nazi German Goy- 
ernment were two-fold—the absorption by the Reich of all Ger- 
man minorities living beyond her frontiers, and thereby the exten- 
sion of her living space in the East. The less publicised purpose 
of German policy was military in character—the liquidation of 
Czechoslovakia with its potentialities both as a Russian air-base 
and as an Anglo-French military make-weight in event of war. 

Hitler had for some time been convinced that neither France 
nor Britain would fight for Czechoslovakia. His Service advisers, 
however, did not share unanimously his overwhelming confi- 
dence, The German Generals could not be persuaded, consider- 
ing the still enormous preponderance of Allied strength except in 
the air, that France and Britain would submit to the Fuchrer’s 
challenge. To break the Czech Army and pierce or turn the Bo- 
hemian fortress line would require practically the whole of thirty- 
five divisions. Besides all this there was Russia, whose Slav affini- 
ties with Czechoslovakia were well known, and whose attitude 
towards Germany at this juncture was full of menace. 


BeneS does a favor for Stalin 


Ts relations of Soviet Russia with Czechoslovakia as a 
State, and personally with President Benes, were those of 
intimate and solid friendship. When President Benes visited 
me at Marrakesh in January, 1944, he told me this story. In 1935 
he had received an offer from Hitler to respect in all circumstances 
the integrity of Czechoslovakia in return for a guarantee that she 
would remain neutral in the event of a Franco-German war. In 
the autumn of 1936 a message from a high military source in Ger- 
many was conveyed to President Bene to the effect that if he 
wanted to take advantage of the Fuehrer’s offer he had better be 
quick, because events would shortly take place in Russia rendering 
any help he could give to Germany insignificant. 

‘While BeneS was pondering over this disturbing hint, he be- 
came aware that communications were passing through the So- 
viet Embassy in Prague between important personages in Russia 
and the German Government. This was a part of the so-called 
Old-Guard-Communist conspiracy to overthrow Stalin, and in- 
troduce a new régime based on a pro-German policy. President 
Bene§ lost no time in communicating all he could find out to 
Stalin. Thereafter there followed the merciless, but perhaps not 
needless, military and political purge in Soviet Russia, and the 
series of trials in January, 1937, in which Vyshinsky, the Public 
Prosecutor, played so masterful a part. Stalin was conscious of a 
personal debt to President Bene’; and a very strong desire to help 
him and his threatened country against the Nazi peril animated 
the Soviet Government. 

On July 26, 1938, Chamberlain announced to Parliament the 
mission of Lord Runciman to Prague with the object of seeking a, 
solution there. On August 3 Lord Runciman reached Prague, an 
a series of interminable and complicated discussions took pla: 
with the various interested parties. Within a fortnight these negotic 
tions broke down; and from this point events moved rapidly. 

In the afternoon of September 2 I received a message from th 
Soviet Ambassador that he would like to come down to Chartwg 
and see me at once upon a matter of urgency. I had for some t4 
had friendly personal relations with M. Maisky, who also y 
good deal of my son Randolph. I thereupon received the 
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sador, and after a few preliminaries he told me in precise and for- 
mal detail the story set out below. Before he had got very far I 
realised that he was making a declaration to me, a private person, 
because the Soviet Government preferred this channel to a direct 
offer to the Foreign Office which might have encountered a rebuff. 
“Mr. Churchill to Lord Halifax. 

“I have received privately from an absolutely sure source the 
following information, which I feel it my duty to report to you, 
although I was not asked to do so. 

“Yesterday, September 2, the French Chargé d’ Affaires in Mos- 
cow (the Ambassador being on leave) called upon M. Litvinov 
and, in the name of the French Government, asked him what aid

Russia would give to Czechoslovakia against a German attack, 
having regard particularly to the difficulties which might be cre- 
ated by the neutrality of Poland or Roumania. Litvinov asked in 
reply what the French would do themselves, pointing out that the 
French had a direct obligation, whereas the Russian obligation 
was dependent on the action of France. The French Chargé d’Af- 
faires did not reply to this question. Nevertheless, Litvinov stated 
to him, first, that the Russian Soviet Union had resolved to fulfill 
their obligations. He recognised the difficulties created by the at- 
titude of Poland and Roumania, but he thought that in the case of 
Roumania these could be overcome. ... M. Litvinov thought that 
the best way to overcome the reluctance of Roumania would be 
through the agency of the League of Nations. . . . 

“He next proceeded to tell the French Chargé d’Affaires that 
Staff conversations ought immediately to take place between Rus- 
sia, France and Czechoslovakia as to the means and measures of 
giving assistance. The Soviet Union was ready to join in such 
Staff conversations at once. 

“, .. He recurred to his interview of March 17, of which you 
no doubt have a copy in the Foreign Office, advocating consulta~ 
tion among the peaceful Powers about the best method of pre- 
serving peace, with a view, perhaps, to a joint declaration includ- 
ing the three great Powers concerned, France, Russia and Great 
Britain. He believed that the United States would give moral sup- 
port to such a declaration. All these statements were made on be- 
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half of the Russian Government as what they think may be the 
best way of stopping a war... .” 

I sent the report to Lord Halifax as soon as I had dictated it, 
and he replied on September 5 in a guarded manner, that he did 
not at present feel that action of the kind proposed under Article 
XI would be helpful, but that he would keep it in his mind. 

Mr. Chamberlain was now in complete control of British for- 
eign policy. Lord Halifax, in spite of increasing doubts derived 
from the atmosphere of his Department, followed the guidance of 
his chief. 

During the night of September 13-14 M. Daladier got in touch 
with Mr. Chamberlain. The French Government were of the 
opinion that a joint approach to Hitler on a personal basis by the 
French and British leaders might be of value. Chamberlain, how- 
ever, had been communing with himself. On his own initiative he 
telegraphed to Hitler proposing to come to see him. He informed 
the Cabinet of his action the next day, and in the afternoon re- 
ceived Hitler’s reply inviting him to Berchtesgaden. 

The Prime Minister’s plane arrived at Munich Airport in the 
afternoon of September 15; he travelled by train to Berchtes- 
gaden. Meanwhile all the radio stations of Germany broadcast a 
proclamation demanding the annexation of the Sudeten areas to 
the Reich, This was the first news that reached Mr. Chamberlain 
when he landed. It was no doubt planned that he should know 
it before meeting Hitler. The question of annexation had never 
yet been raised; and a few days earlier the Foreign Office had 
stated that it was not the accepted policy of the British Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Feiling, Chamberlain’s biographer, has already published 
such records as are extant of the conversations between Chamber- 
lain and Hitler. The salient point we may derive from his account 
is this: “In spite of the hardness and ruthlessness I thought I saw 
in his face, I got the impression that here was a man who could be 
relied upon when he had given his word.” In fact Hitler had for 
months past resolved and prepared for the invasion of Czecho- 
slovakia, which awaited only the final signal. When the Prime 
Minister reached London on Saturday, September 17, he sum- 
moned the Cabinet. Lord Runciman had now returned, and his 
report was assured of attention. He had all this time been failing 
in health, and the violent stress to which he had been exposed in 
his mission had reduced him to the most modest dimensions. He 
now recommended “a policy for immediate and drastic action,” 
namely: “the transfer of predominantly German districts to Ger- 
many.” This at least had the merit of simplicity. 


Britain and France capitulate 


Government. On September 18 Daladier and Bonnet came to 

London. Chamberlain had already decided in principle to 
accept Hitler’s demands as explained to him at Berchtesgaden. 
There only remained the business of drafting the proposals to be 
presented to the Czech Government by the British and French 
representatives in Prague. 

The British and French Cabinets at this time presented a front 
of two overripe melons crushed together; whereas what was needed 
was a gleam of steel. On one thing they were all agreed: there 
should be no consultation with the Czechs. These should be con- 
fronted with the decision of their guardians. The Babes in the 
Wood had no worse treatment. Proposals involving the immediate 
cession to Germany of all areas in Czechoslovakia containing over 
50 per cent. of German inhabitants were therefore handed to the 
Czech Government in the afternoon of September 19. 

Great Britain after all had no treaty obligation to defend Czecho- 
slovakia, nor was she pledged in any informal way. But France 
had definitely bound herself by treaty to make war upon Germany 
if she attacked Czechoslovakia. For twenty years President Bene3 
had been the faithful ally and almost vassal of France, always sup- 
porting French policies and French interests on the League of 
Nations and elsewhere. If ever there was a case of solemn obliga- 
tion it was here and now. I have always believed that BeneS was 
wrong to yield. He should have defended his fortress line. Once 
fighting had begun, in my opinion at that time, France would 


I: was now necessary to keep in backward step with the French 
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have moved to his aid in a surge of national passion, and Britain 
would have rallied to France almost immediately. 

At 2 a.m. on the night of September 20-21 the British and 
French Ministers in Prague called on President Beneé to inform 
him in effect that there was no hope of arbitration on the basis of 
the German Czechoslovak Treaty of 1925, and to urge upon kim 
the acceptance of the Anglo-French proposals “before producing a 
situation for which France and Britain could take no responsibility.” 
The French Government at least was sufficiently ashamed of this 
communication to instruct its Minister only to make it verbally. 
Under this pressure on September 21 the Czech Government 
bowed to the Anglo-French proposals. 

At the Assembly of the League of Nations on September 21 an 
official warning was given by Litvinov: “. . . At the present time, 
Czechoslovakia is suffering interference in its internal affairs at 
the hands of a neighbouring State, and is publicly and loudly 
menaced with attack. . .. When, a few days before I left for Ge- 
neva, the French Government for the first time inquired as to our 
attitude in the event of an attack on Czechoslovakia, I gave in the

name of my Government the following perfectly clear and unam- 
biguous reply: We intend to fulfil our obligations under the pact, 
and together with France to afford assistance to Czechoslovakia 
by the ways open to us. Our War Department is ready immediate- 
ly to participate in a conference with representatives of the French 
and Czechoslovak War Departments, in order to discuss the 
measures appropriate to the moment. . . .” 

It is indeed astonishing that this public, and unqualified, decl-- 
ration by one of the greatest Powers concerned should not have 
played its part in Mr. Chamberlain’s negotiations, or in the French 
conduct of the crisis. 

Stress has been laid upon Soviet duplicity and bad faith. I have 
certainly not found these vices in Russian action where strictly 
military engagements between Allies were concerned. But the So- 
viet offer was in effect ignored. They were not brought into the 
scale against Hitler, and were treated with an indifference—not to 
say disdain—which left a mark in Stalin’s mind. Events took their 
course as if Soviet Russia did not exist. For this we afterwards 
paid dearly. 


nation a dignified appeal for calm. While Benes was pre- 
paring his broadcast, Chamberlain had been flying to his 
second meeting with Hitler, this time at the Rhineland town of 
Godesberg. The British Prime Minister carried with him, as a 
basis for final discussion with the Fuehrer, the details of the An- 
glo-French proposals accepted by the Czech Government. From 


O: September 22 President Benes broadcast to the Czech 
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the first Chamberlain realized that he was confronted with what 
he called in his own words a “totally unexpected situation.” He 
described the scene in the House of Commons on his return: 
“. .. lexpected that when I got back to Godesberg I had only to 
discuss quietly with him the proposals that I had brought with 
me; and it was a profound shock to me when I was told at the 
beginning of the conversation that these proposals were not ac- 
ceptable, and that they were to be replaced by other proposals of 
a kind which I had not contemplated at all.” 

Discussions were broken off until the next day. Throughout the 
morning of September 23 Chamberlain paced the balcony of his 
hotel. He sent a written message to Hitler after breakfast stating 
that he was ready to convey the new German proposals to the 
Czech Government, but pointing out grave difficulties. Hitler’s 
reply in the afternoon showed little signs of yielding, and Cham- 
berlain asked that a formal memorandum accompanied by maps 
should be handed to him at a final meeting that evening. The 
Czechs were now mobilising, and both the British and French 
Governments officially stated to their representatives in Prague 
that they could no longer take the responsibility of advising them 
not to. At 10:30 that night Chamberlain again met Hitler. The de- 
scription of the meeting is best told in his own words: 

“The memorandum and the map were handed to me at my 
final interview with the Chancellor . . . and, for the first time, I 
found in the memorandum a time limit. Accordingly, on this oc- 
casion I spoke very frankly. I dwelt with all the emphasis at my 
command on the risks which would be incurred by insisting on 
such terms, and on the terrible consequences of a war, if war en- 
sued. I declared that the language and the manner of the docu- 
ment, which I described as an ultimatum rather than a memoran- 
dum, would profoundly shock public opinion in neutral coun- 
tries, and I bitterly reproached the Chancellor for his failure to 
respond in any way to the efforts which I had made to secure 

ce. 
“J should add that Hitler repeated to me with great earnest- 
ness what he had said already at Berchtesgaden, namely, that 
this was the last of his territorial ambitions in Europe and that 
he had no wish to include in the Reich people of other races than 
Germans.” 

On the afternoon of September 24 Mr. Chamberlain returned 
to London, and on the following day three meetings of the Cab- 
inet were held. There was a noticeable stiffening of opinion both 
in London and in Paris. It was decided to reject the Godesberg 
terms, and this information was conveyed to the German Gov- 
ernment. The French Cabinet agreed, and a partial French mo- 
bilisation was carried out promptly and with more efficiency than 
was expected. On the evening of September 25 the French Minis- 
ters came again to London and reluctantly accepted their obliga- 
tions to the Czechs. During the course of the following afternoon 
Sir Horace Wilson was sent with a personal letter to Hitler in 
Berlin three hours before the latter was to speak in the Sports 
Palace. 

Hitler’s reply opened a chink of hope. He offered to join in a 
guarantee of the new frontiers of Czechoslovakia, and was willing 
to give further assurances about the manner of carrying out the 
new plebiscite. There was little time to lose. The German ulti- 
matum contained in the Godesberg memorandum was due to ex- 
pire at 2 p.m. on the following day, Wednesday, September 28. 
At 3 o'clock on the afternoon of September 28 Hitler sent mes- 
sages to Chamberlain and Daladier proposing a meeting at Mu- 
nich on the following day together with Mussolini. 


The tragedy of Munich 


HUS for the third time Mr. Chamberlain flew to Germany. 

Many accounts have been written of this memorable meet- 

ing, and it is not possible here to do more than emphasise 
some special features. No invitation was extended to Russia. Nor 
were the Czechs themselves allowed to be present at the meetings. 
Agreement was reached between “the Big Four” with speed. It 
was in essentials the acceptance of the Godesberg ultimatum, The 
Sudetenland was to be evacuated in five stages beginning on 
October 1 and to be completed within ten days. 
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While the three statesmen were waiting for the experts to draft 
the final document the Prime Minister asked Hitler whether he 
would care for a private talk. The two leaders met in Hitler’s 
Munich flat on the morning of September 30 and were alone ex- 
cept for the interpreter. Chamberlain produced a draft declara- 
tion which he had prepared, as follows: 

“We, the German Fuehrer and Chancellor, and the British 
Prime Minister, have had a further meeting to-day and are agreed

in recognising that the question of Anglo-German relations is of 
the first importance for the two countries and for Europe. 

“We regard the agreement signed last night, and the Anglo- 
German Naval Agreement, as symbolic of the desire of our two 
peoples never to go to war with one another again. 

“We are resolved that the method of consultation shall be the 
method adopted to deal with any other questions that may con- 
cern our two countries, and we are determined to continue our 
efforts to remove possible sources of difference, and thus to con- 
tribute to assure the peace of Europe.” 

Hitler read this Note and signed it without demur. 

Chamberlain returned to England. At Heston where he landed, 
he waved the joint Declaration which he had got Hitler to sign, 
and read it to the crowd of notables and others who welcomed 
him. As his car drove through cheering crowds from the airport 
he said to Halifax sitting beside him, “all this will be over in three 
months”; but from the windows of Downing Street he waved his 
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piece of paper again and used these words, “This is the second 
time in our history that there has come back from Germany to 
Downing Street peace with honour. I believe it is peace for our 
time.” 


W > may now look behind the brazen front which Hitler 


presented to the British and French Governments. Gen-" 


eral Beck, the Chief of the Army General Staff, had be- 
come profoundly alarmed about Hitler’s schemes. When the im- 
minence of an attack on Czechoslovakia became clear, Beck de- 
manded an assurance against further military adventures. Here 
was a crunch. Hitler rejoined that the Army was the instru- 
ment of the State, that he was the Head of the State, and that the 
Army and other forces owed unquestioning obedience to his 
will. On this Beck resigned, Hitler appointed Halder as his suc 
cessor. 

All this was kept within a secret circle; but there now began an 
intense, unceasing struggle between the Fuehrer and his expert 
advisers. 

We have the account, given by General Halder, of a definite plot 
to arrest Hitler and his principal associates. The following were 
in the plot: Generals Halder, Beck, Stuelpnagel, Witzleben (Com- 
mander of {the Berlin Garrison), Thomas (Controller of Arma- 
ments), Brockdorf (Commander of the Potsdam Garrison), and 
Graf von Heldorf, who was in charge of the Berlin police. The 
Commander-in-Chief, General von Brauchitsch, was informed, 
and approved. 

It was decided to strike at 8 p.m. on September 14. At 4 p.m. 
according to Halder, a message was received in Witzleben’s office 
that Mr. Chamberlain was going to fly to see the Fuehrer at 
Berchtesgaden. A meeting was at once held, at which he, Hal- 
der, told Witzleben that, “if Hitler had succeeded in his bluff, he 
would not be justified, as Chief of Staff, in calling it.” It was ac- 
cordingly decided to defer action, and await events. 

Such is the tale, which historians should probe, of this internal 
crisis in Berlin as told by General Halder, at that time Chief of the 
Staff. If it should eventually be accepted as historical truth, it 
will be another example of the very small accidents upon which 
the fortunes of mankind turn.

can be judged apart from its circumstances. The facts may be 
unknown at the time, and estimates of them must be largely 
guesswork, coloured by the general feelings and aims of whoever 
is trying to pronounce. Those who are prone by temperament and 
character to seek sharp and clearcut solutions of difficult and ob- 
scure problems, who are ready to fight whenever some challenge 
comes from a foreign Power, have not always been right. On the 
other hand, those whose inclination is to bow their heads, to seek 
patiently and faithfully for peaceful compromise, are not always 
wrong. On the contrary, in the majority of instances they may be 
right, not only morally but from a practical standpoint. How 
many wars have been averted by patience and persisting good 
will! Religion and virtue alike lend their sanctions to meekness 
and humility, not only between men but between nations. How 
many wars have been precipitated by firebrands! How many mis- 
understandings which led to wars could have been removed by 
temporising! How often have countries fought cruel wars and 
then after a few years of peace found themselves not only friends 
but allies! 

The Sermon on the Mount is the last word in Christian ethics. 
Everyone respects the Quakers. Still, it is not on these terms that 
Ministers assume their responsibilities of guiding States. Their 
duty is first so to deal with other nations as to avoid strife and war 
and to eschew aggression in all its forms, whether for nationalistic 
or ideological objects. But the safety of the State, the lives and 
freedom of their own fellow-countrymen, to whom they owe their 
position, make it right and imperative in the last resort or when 
a final and definite conviction has been reached that the use of 
force should not be excluded. If the circumstances are such as to 


[: may be well here to set down some principles of morals and 
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warrant it, force may be used. And if this be so it should be used 
under the conditions which are most favourable. There is no mer- 
it in putting off a war for a year if, when it comes, it is a far worse 
war or one much harder to win. These are the tormenting dilem- 
mas upon which mankind has throughout its history been so fre- 
quently impaled. Final judgment upon them can only be record- 
ed by history in relation to the facts of the case as known to the 
parties at the time, and also as subsequently proved. 

There is however one helpful guide, namely, for a nation to 
keep its word and to act in accordance with its treaty obligations 
to allies. This guide is called honour. It is baffling to reflect that 
what men call honour does not correspond always to Christian 
ethics. Honour is often influenced by that element of pride which 
plays so large a part in its inspiration. An exaggerated code of 
honour leading to the performance of utterly vain and unreason- 
able deeds could not be defended, however fine it might look. 
Here, however, the moment came when honour pointed the path 
of duty, and when also the right judgment of the facts at that time 
would have reinforced its dictates. 

For the French Government to leave her faithful ally Czecho- 
slovakia to her fate was a melancholy lapse from which flowed 
terrible consequences. Not only wise and fair policy, but chiv- 
alry, honour, and sympathy for a small threatened people made 
an overwhelming concentration. Great Britain, who would cer- 
tainly have fought if bound by treaty obligations, was neverthe- 
less now deeply involved, and it must be recorded with regret 
that the British Government not only acquiesced but encouraged 
the French Government in a fatal course.

Tolstoy’s Anna Karenina is one of literature’s 
immortal heroines. Like Juliet, she is impetuous 
and headstrong; like Cleopatra, she is ruined by 
the jealousy of people she despises; like Camille, 
she is betrayed by her lover. Like all three, Anna 
finds first sublime happiness and then deep trage- 
dy in one great love. Movie-makers have always 
considered Anna Karenina a superb vehicle for 
dramatic actresses. It has been filmed four times, 


twice with Garbo as star. The latest version—pro- 
duced with plush and polish in England by Sir Alex- 
ander Korda—has Vivien Leigh as Anna. 

The setting of the story is czarist Russia. Al- 
ready married toa wealthy nobleman, Anna falls in 
love with Count Vronsky, a cavalry officer several 
years her junior.

The Zacchinis 


A lively Italian-American family earns living being shot from cannons 


HEN they enter manhood, an event 
Wore in America generally calls mere- 

ly for handshakes and, occasionally, a 
gold watch, young men of certain other lands 
undergo various alarming experiences. Among 
the Bathonga, a South African tribe, they are 
whipped daily for three months; in the Belgian 
Congo they are forced to run through a tunnel 
while masked men jump out of niches and 
frighten them; in Sumatra their teeth are filed 
to the gums. All of these rites, however, seem 
pallid and commonplace alongside the customs

of the Zacchinis, a prolific Italian-American 
family from Tampa, Fla. As each young Zacchi- 
ni attains his majority he (and often she) is 
shot out of a cannon. 

As every circus buff knows, each flying Zac- 
chini usually winds up 5 seconds later breath- 
less but safe in a net on the opposite side of the 
ring. Since the work is not only more spectacu- 
lar but less secure than other theatrical employ- 
ment, the Zacchinis enjoy the distincti 
earning more money during thei 
$30 per second—than any other performers.

wers himself into it feet 
first. Once in position he cannot get out unaided. On the numerous occa- 
sions when the release mechanism has jammed the bullet has been trapped 
in the fumes from the black powder which is ignited for effect at the instant 
of shooting. Brother Hugo was once stuck for 16 minutes before he was 
extricated, more dead than alive, by brother Mario. Devout Catholics all, 
the Zacchinis pass these seconds inside the cannon in fervent prayer. 

‘The trigger next spins the controls, which angle the tube and draw piston 
and bullet deep down into it. Behind the piston is a small chamber into 
which air is forced by a compression pump. "Sei pronto?” the trigger yells. 

“Pronto!” replies a muffled, God-fearing voice as from a tomb. The trigger 
steps away from the cannon and jabs a remote-control button. Simultane- 
ously a small bomb explodes at the rear of the cannon, the black powder 
emits smoke and flame at the mouth, the piston lurches the length of the 
barrel. The bullet hurtles skyward.

Continual e: with dummy bullets have established rough cor- 
lations for the angle of the tube, the air pressure, the weight of the bullet 
and the curve of the trajectory. A 48° angle, for example, and 200 pounds 
of air per square foot will fire a bullet approximately 100 feet high and 200 
feet in distance, and he will leave the tube at a velocity which the Zacchinis 
claim reaches 400 mph but which others say cannot exceed 100 mph.

conceived while servin; first lieutenant in the Italian infantry 
during World War I. Finding himself in a dugout on Monte Grap- 
pa, with the enemy less than a hundred yards distant, Edmondo 
tried to think up some way of encircling them. “It come to me that 
maybe soldiers can be shot behind the enemy lines from cannon,” 
he recalls. What would prevent these shock troops from being 
dashed to smithereens on the ground was a detail which eluded 
him, and as a military maneuver nothing came of the idea. 

In his father’s circus Edmondo was a musical clown in the classic 
European tradition, which meant he did everything from tumbling 
to playing the xylophone. He was billed as “Pagnotta” (“Little 
Loaf of Bread”). After the war, while the was touring Malta, 
man-shooting cannons began invading his imagination again. He 
sketched one and had it forged by a local machine shop. 

In November 1922 “L'Uomo Proiettile”’ made its debut with the 
Olympic Circus in Cairo, Edmondo up, Hugo down. First shot out 
of the barrel Edmondo’s right leg snapped like a matchstick. In the 
hospital he had ample leisure to ponder what had gone wrong. He 
concluded that the barrel was too wide, for one thing, and the 
spring action too violent. He designed a second cannon. 

In this improved model the brothers reversed positions. Hugo 
managed to stay intact through a good many performances, and the 
act became a Continental sensation. The Zacchinis were decorated 
by the Norwegian government; the king of Italy awarded them gold 
medals. But Edmondo, who insisted on spelling Hugo from time to 
time, went on breaking his weakened leg with monotonous regu- 
larity. After four fractures and five operations he got the point, and 
for seven years he confined himself to the functions of the trigger, 
an unheroic role which depressed him. He had one more go at it in 
1934. Same leg, same fracture. He has not tried again. 

The first cannon which worked by compressed air (the fourth one 
he designed) Edmondo gave to Hugo, who teamed up with brother 
Bruno. Edmondo made another one like it for himself and took on 
brother Vittorio as the bullet. In 1929 the late John Ringling 
caught the Hugo-Bruno act at the Tivoli Park in Copenhagen and 
signed it to a two- contract which was extended seven years 
more. The Edmondo-Vittorio team followed it to the U.S. a year lat- 
er, and by the carly "30s the whole family was overrunning Tampa.

Succeeding teams have continued to subdivide like amoebae. 
Edmondo still makes most of the cannons himself (the materials 
stand him around $20,000 per cannon and he is currently com- 
pleting his 14th); trains the novices, shooting them 10 feet or so 
and gradually working up to the big flights; studies their progress 
with a coldly appraising eye, and arranges bookings for them if 
they come up to snuff. The turnover is high. Those who are not 
disabled sooner or later develop the mental state of a bomber pilot 
nearing his 50th mission and give up from sheer nervous exhaus- 
tion. For Teobaldo, the youngest brother, one shot sufficed. It 
smashed his hipbone and he has adopted a less spectacular career. 
He operates merry-go-rounds. 

Sensational as the original cannonball act undoubtedly was, it 
was not sensational enough for John Ringling, who asked Edmondo 
if he could not liven it up somehow. Nothing daunted, Edmondo 
devised a cannon that would fire two bullets in rapid succession. 
‘The principle was the same, but the barrel contained two pistons, 
one above the other. The idea so enchanted Ringling that he an- 
nounced it as the star attraction of his 1934 season before Ed- 
mondo had even assembled it. 


The first double cannon 


ITH less than a week left before the opening in Madison 
Square Garden, the Zacchinis gathered in full force at dawn 
behind Edmondo’s house. The family doctor stood by prepared for 
the worst. Edmondo fired two dummy bullets first, then beckoned to 
brothers Hugo and Vittorio. “Can we do it?” Hugo wanted to know. 
“Sure, sure, can do it,” replied Edmondo, who had yet to see a 
human bulletshot from the contraption.‘ be responsible. Go’head.” 
“Pam—pam!” says Edmondo in describing the outcome. “It 
work perfect.” 
For years the double cannon act averaged better than $2,000 
a week, but it impaired more Zacchinis than any feat they had 
ever practiced. The No. 2 bullet, variously played by brothers Hugo, 
Vittorio, Emanuel and Mario, was repeatedly trapped inside. 
“T no understan’,” says Edmondo, smiting his forehead with the 
flat of his hand, “why one piston she stick so much.” In 1940, 
with the Zacchinis still getting stuck like squirrels in a rainspout, 
the stunt was abandoned, and they reverted to the single cannon.

‘The war produced a shortage in human cannonballs. Most of the 
bullet-worthy Zacchinis were either drafted or volunteered for de- 
fense work. Having foreseen such a crisis, Edmondo had been train- 
ing one of his five offspring, 19-year-old Egizio (Italian for Egypt, 
the country of his birth). But the father-son combination had 
barely got under way when Egizio was drafted too. 

War or no war, to Edmondo the prospect of life without hu- 
man cannonballs was unthinkable. In desperation he turned to his 
two good-looking daughters, Duina and Egle Victoria. “Girls,” said 
he, “we run out of men. It’s up to you. 

‘As “The Flying Zacchinis,” Duina, Egle and Egizio had been top- 
notch trapeze artists for years, Duina took to the cannon with 
equal facility, but Egle’s style worried Edmondo. “You no make 
good cannon fodder,” he told her finally. “You kill yourself.” 
“Poppa,” rejoined Egle, speaking like a Zacchini, “I would rather 
die than not try it.” 

Bowing to the voice of hi 


own true blood, Edmondo took both 
daughters on tour, alternating them as “Miss Victory, the Original 
Woman Human Cannonball.” “I take two,” he canals ‘in case 
maybe one get little tired or have little accident.” 

In the end Egle turned out to be the best bullet in the history of 
the act, regularly negotiating the maximum 200-foot shot with the 
grace of a white heron, Watching her, Edmondo has been so over- 
come by paternal emotions that he once hobbled across the ring, 
weeping and shouting bravos, to embrace her as she bounced out of 
the net. Neither of the girls, however, remained long unscathed. 
Duina got concussion when the net collapsed under her. Egle 
broke her nose in a bad landing, and she has undergone a nervous 
strain so severe that she has developed a psychosomatic rash,

Despite these danger signs, Edmondo has created a new routine 
for them which makes all previous ones seem pretty tame. He re- 
vived the erratic double cannon, reconstructing it to shoot higher 
and farther than ever. “I think maybe both piston work okay now,” 
he says hopefully. 

The home life of the human cannonballs is a scene from You 
Can’t Take It With You flavored with garlic and bravura. Friends 
and relatives drop in unexpectedly from all over the world. Some 
never leave. The Zacchinis gpeaK 11 languaees among them, including 
Czech and Arabic, frequently combining several in the same sen- 
tence. In the lot behind Edmondo’s house they disport themselves 
tirelessly on trapezes, trampolins, high wires and tumbling mats. 
As the time approaches to hit the road again, Edmondo wheels out 
the cannons and Zacchinis go soaring over the treetops, singly and 
in pairs, a sight to which the neighbors have never quite accus- 
tomed themselves. 

Upon these antics of his teeming descendants Grandfather Ilde- 
brando beams approvingly, as he suns himself on his veranda, 
weurinpakatied skullcap and propping his one leg on a hassock. 
The other leg got infected not long ago and had to be amputated. The 
old patriarch, now 80, insists that this is the only disability which 
prevents him from joining the fun. He paints madonnas and classic 
nudes instead, filling his sons’ homes with outsize canvases. Hugo, 
who also has artistic leanings and once won a prize from the Na- 
tional Academy of Rome for speed sketching, sank $25,000 into a 
projected art center which was to have adjoined his house. But 
a group of Tampans who had promised their support withdrew and 
the only signs of it today are towering cement portals leading to 
nowhere, possibly the weirdest landmark in the city. 

Duina used to keep a goat. It ate the hibiscus and azaleas planted 
by a community garden club. Hugo, at staggering expense, stocked 
a private aviary with whooping cranes and other exotic fauna. Their 
mating cries troubled the neighbors’ sleep. Altogether these pro- 
tean activities so disturbed the inhabitants of Fountain Boulevard 
that they made a legal issue of them. Hurt and bewildered, the Zac- 
chinis threatened to quit Tampa forever. A compromise was ef- 
fected, however. The goat was disposed of, the noisier birds donat- 
ed to a zoo, and cannon practice limited to the hour from 5 to 6 
p.m. The community has since come to regard the Zacchini family 
with a certain defensive pride as a municipal wonder, something 
like the Eiffel Tower, distracting but distinctive. 

During his more creative moods, Edmondo occasionally gives 
rein to a recurrent reverie. In this reverie one or more Zacchinis 
climb into a cannon and are shot—not 200, not 500, but 1,000 feet 
away. “Now,” Edmondo says dreamily, “if I can figure out how 
they come down alive. ...”
